Teachers And 
Technology Is 
Speech Topic 


Coming Obselence of Teach- 
ers’’ will be the topic of Yehudi 
“Cohen when he speaks at the 
convocation Wednesday at 11 a.m.

Cohen is the author of SOCIAL 
STRUCTURE AND PERSON- 
ALITY and TRANSITION FROM 
CHILDHOOD TO ADOLES- 
CENCE. An anthropoligist, his 
recent studies have dealt with 
society’s need to allocate liveli- 
hoods and social rewards in new 
ways as a result of fundamental 
changes in technology. The 
impact of technology on the edu- 
cational system is one part of 
this larger study. 

Cohen will be introduced by 
Warren Snyder, chairman of the 
SSC department of anthropology. 
His address, sponsored by the 
SSC Cultural Programs Com- 
mittee, is open to the public 
without charge.

study program. 

Remaining portions of the 
tour, which were to have included 
stops at Thailand and the Phil- 
lipines were cancelled following 
the tragedy. 

First news of the disaster to 
reach SSC came in a telegram 
from Hume, which read tersely, 
“Tragedy struck State College 
travel group — tentatively seven 
missing.’’ 

‘Faulty instruments’? were 
cited by Hong Kong airport of- 
ficials as the reason why the 
fell into the 
water several hundred yards 
short of the airport’s runway. 
The plane broke apart after 
hitting the water, allowing the 
survivors to swim free of the 
wreckage where rescue units, 
junks, and a harbor ferry picked 
them up. All deaths appeared 
to be caused by drowning, rather 
than from the crash impact itself. 

Positive identification of the 
dead was delayed several days 
because many of the people on 
the plane hadi become separ 
from their identification papi :s. 

At least twenty-seven mem- 
bers of the SSC group were

hospitalized at Queen Elizabeth’s 
hospital in Hong Kong; however, 
none of the survivors were listed 
as being critically injured, and 
most of them were treated and 
discharged over the weekend. 

Hume lauded the efforts of 
rescue workers, saying, ‘‘it was 
only through the valient efforts 
of many agencies and persons 
that there were any survivors.”’ 

Hume added, *‘ Loss of so many 
of our friends is felt most deeply 
by those of us more fortunate. 
Our sympathies go out to the 
families and friends of those 
who lost their lives in this hor- 
rible accident.’’

Under the auspices of People 
to People, a group of university 
students will be given the oppor- 
tunity to visit South Viet Nam 
as a ‘‘Fact-Finding Delegation.’’ 

The Student Fact-Finding 
Delegation to South East Asia 
and Viet Nam is a travel pro- 
ject initiated in a discussion 
between Representative Thomas 
S. Foley and Robert Hunter, 
chairman of People to People 
Chapter of Spokane, Washington, 
to provide up to date information 
about the situation in Viet Nam 
for university students. 

A select group of colleges 
and universities in the western 
part of the United States were 
asked to nominate delegates for 
this program. The project drew 
very enthusiastic comment, and 
responses indicate that a group 
of fifteen to twenty delegates can 
be expected to participate. 

Jan Eakes, president of the 
ASSC, is making arrangements 
to accompany this group as the 
official representative from 
Sacramento State College. 
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Eakes feeis that as a partici- 
pant in this program he can see 
at first hand the country, the 
people and the customs of South 
East Asia and that, upon his 
return, he will be well equipped 
to answer questions concerning 
his visit. 

The tour leaves from Seattle, 
Washington on August 8 and 
returns to Seattle on September 
3. The four week journey will 
include visits to Hong Kong, the 
Philippines, Indonesia, Thiland, 
Japan, and South Viet Nam. 

Every day of the trip is care- 
fully planned; meetings with offi- 
cials and students from different 
countries are scheduled. 

The proposed itinerary is 
comprehensive. Some of the 
scheduled events include: a re- 
ception at the Hons Kong airport 
with students, briefings at the 
South East Asia Treaty Organi- 
zation Headquarters and adinner 
meeting with students of Bandung 
Technical University. 

From August 18, until Ausust 
29, students will have the oppor- 
tunity to hear viewpoints 
of counterpart students, covern- 
ment officials, and citizens of 
Sout Viet Nam. During this per- 
iod trips will be arranged to 
other cities and villages of South 
Viet Nam, 

The cost for the trip is esti- 
mated to be between $1400 and 
$1500, 

Delegates must pay their own 
way; however they may be 
assisted by any organization 
interested in their participation 
in this mission, 

At this time Eakes is making 
personal appeals to community 
organizations and clubs for funds 
to help finance his trip. He feels 
that he will not only be 
representing the college but also 
the people of his community. 
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Norman Berryhill describes 
his role in the forthcoming SSC 
summer production of ‘She 
Stoops to Conquer,” as that of 
a ‘straight man.’

The new administrator also

Rooney, a native of Ohio, re- 
ceived his bachelor’s degree in 
business administration from 
Ohio State University and did 
graduate work in political science 
at Villanova University.

lievable. Our shifts are assigned 
on a competitive basis — and 
the competition next fall is going 
to be fierce!” 

KERS bills itself as ‘*Double 
E Radio,’’ education and enter- 
tainment. The station is legally 
classified as ‘‘educational’’ and 
is, therefore, non-commercial. 
Its regular staff of 60 students 
— half that number in the 


summer — is the largest ia 
Sacramento radio. 
Summer programming on 


KERS is confined to locally pro- 
duced music programs between 
4 pm and midnight, seven days 
a week. During the school year, 
however, the variety of programs 
presented exceeds that on any 
other local station. In addition to 
local music, news, and docu- 
mentary programs, KERS fea- 
tures live broadcasts of SSC 
music presentations and Hornet 
sports, plus programs of all types 
from the National Educational 
Radio Network and foreign broad- 
cast systems. 

Expanded news coverage can 
be expected next fall, according 
to news director Roger Smith, 
because of funds allocated by the 
ASSSC for installation of a wire 
service. Previously the station 
relied on the cooperation of other 
stations and the Hornet for its 
wire copy. (The KERS news de- 
partment regularly exchanges 
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telephone ‘‘actualities’’ with 
local commercial stations and 
other educational _ stations 
throughout California.) 

The cramped KERS controi 
room also willbe enlarged during 
the construction period; its 
machinery will be relocated. Ad- 
ditional space made available 
when the music departmant 
vacates the building will allow for 
separate production studios and 
a combination office-record li- 
trary. 

The project is expected to be 
completed sometime next fall. 
Observers feel that that station’s 
evening music programming, 
brain child of Frank LaRosa, 
program director during the past 
academic year, will place KERS 
near the top ia the FM ratings.
